State Dulles said today 'there .is 
no doubt a reign of terror la being 
carried out. in Guatemala by its 
Red-tinged government. 


Dulles also told a news cdnfer- 


ence the great majority of the peo- 
ple in that Central American' coun- 
try want to clean out the Com- 
munists but are having to face'in- 
ense Communist terrorism.
